Jf \\1h'I:< Id a sharper edge the 
keenness cit (nir siirinw n(]W, as members 
of the :\leii's liilde ('la:-s ol' the Xar- 
berth Presbyterian Clmrcli, that one 
who loved to live in uscfidiu'ss, as he 
did, should be taken (Hit of life — 
sna.tehed away with suddenness — when 
lie was in his prime. 

"JIc was the most useful man in our 
Church," said a fellow member of him. 
B.v lluit sanu^ token he was the most 
useful nuiu in our Class. This was be- 
cause of his unfailing willingness to do 
any task, and to every endeavor ho 
brought a tact, a .judgment, an cxperi- 
<ence and an executive ability that was 
ra guarantee that the work would bo 
.done well — as well as is humanly pos- 
iSiblo. 

JVas it visiting a sick member? Ho 
was always first to agree to visit that 
one, and the cheer of his genial pres- 
ence in the sick room is the cherished 
memory of many of us. "I was sick 
and .ye visited mo," is a word of com- 
mendatiou his Lord will surely speak 
to him in the Day of Rewards. 

Was it substituting for an absent 
teacher in the Main Sunda.v School? 
Ho was always first to volunteer, no 
matter what enterprise or interest was 
p.t the moment engaging the Class. 

Ho had a mind to the work — an 
original, resourceful, constructive 
mind. His love of humor, his original 
sayings (for ho kept his mind out of 
the deep wheel ruts of mediocrity), tho 
apt illustrations, gathered from so many 
sources, which he had always ready, to 
drive home a truth, will be acutely miss- 



ed liy the Class as well v.s by the friends 
wlui leaned upon his Chrislian strength. 

He was a real wall builder — in Ziou or 
(Uit of it — iind like Nehemiah his en- 
lhu.-i;isin for work was contagious. Ev- 
ery task was etisy if it was shared with 
H. C. Gara. 

And when the work was fini.shed ho 
was the last to claim the credit for it. 
His latehstring did not hang outside to 
the personal pronoun excciit in tho 
)dural nun'ibcr. It was "us" and 
•'(Hirs" when ho referred to achieve- 
ment even though it was due chiefly to 
his own piloting and perseverance. 

He was a leader in tho effort which 
maile X^^arberth patriotically pre-emi- 
Tuuit among Main Line towns, and ho 
let the Class ha\e a share in this work. 
And when Xarbertli was preparing for 
its fete, ho had a number of the mem- 
bers to meet him at the Y. M. C. A., 
and one evening under his supervision 
leave a proj;rain of the celebration at 
every doorstep in the suburb. He had 
tin- Class enthusiastically inoculated 
with the idea that if it did the work, 
not a house would be missed, and ho 
wanted the work done .just that thor- 
oughly. 

In liis study and teaching of the Bible 
he clung tenaciou.sly to the fundament- 
als of the faith. The whole Bible ho 
believed to be the authoritative Word 
of God, and Jesus Christ was the Son 
of God in a sense different from other 
men. But with his conservative faith, 
he combined a broad catholicity of 
s|)irit; and he made room in his hos- 
pitable heart for tho whole household 
of faith. 

Our genuine sympath.y is extended to 
his family, with tho assurance that we 
are bereft indeed in this loss of our 
most useful member and most needed 
counselor.

.\ii interesting letter lias recently 
lieeii received by Postmaster Haws from 
Sergeant Charles C. Schmidt, of Pair- 
view, who, prior to entering tho Army, 
trained for a time with the X'arberth 
Home Guards. The following is the let- 
ler in full: 

France, Oct<dier :2S, PUS. 
1 )ear .Mr. Haws: 

1 received several co]jies of Our Town 
tioiu lioiiH'. In one of the issues was 
llie glaring headline, ''Xarlierth Has a 
Nrw l'(psl Ollice. '■ 1 am mighty glad 
111 hear it. too. for I know that you 
loiiglit like a "Vaiik" until .X.-irberlli 
L;iit it. I had been trying to slulV old 
biix lUO willi mail, liut from the ai^ 
count of the new Inck box sy.-tem it 
iiiust be well nigh impossible now. 

At the pi'eseiii time we are encamped 
ill the iH-elliesI section of Prance. The 
country is mountainous, aiul .just as full 
of color as can lie at this time of the 
year. Old Juiiiter Pluvius, though, 
seems to be master of ceremonies inso- 
far as the weather is concerned, for we 
are having rain nearly every day. First 
the sun shines brightly and suddenly a 
cloud seems to .sweep I'own the moun- 
tain sides, envelopes us in mist, and 
then wc have more rain. 

Since coming to Prance I have been 
impressed with the country, its people, 
their customs and manners. I have 
traveled via rail over about one-half of 
the countr.y, and had plenty of oppor- 
tunity to "drink in" all tho sights, as 
our car had plenty of observation plat- 
forms. It was a box ear, and for three 
days wc jolted and .jarred in tho flat 
wheeled cars, ate in thorn and slept in 
them. 

The French box car is much smaller 
than those that rumble past the X'^ar- 
berth station. The foreign box car has 
only four wheels, and has capacity for 
only 20,000 pounds, as compared with 
our big steel cars carrj'ing sixty tons. 
Pulled by small engines, the cars run 
very slowl.y except when going down 
hill, and then they screech, grind and 
jolt some more as they arc braked by 
hand. 

From those commodious and luxurious 
Pullmans wc could observe tho country. 
Every foot of the country is farmed or 
used for grazing. At many farms wo 
saw German prisoners at work. They 



are dressed in wliite uniforms with a 
large P. G. painted on the back. These 
letters stand for Prisoner of Germany, 
but I think the truth is the painter 
made a liig mistake and left the letter 
"I" out from between tho two letters 
accidentally. The jirisoners are always 
guarded, but I am quite sure none are 
anxious to escape just for the sake of 
lighting for the Hohonzollcrns, mean- 
ing "Highwayman" in English. 

In this particular section, and in all 
those I have thus far been, tho people 
show the effects of tho great war. Few 
men are seen in the villages, and those 
one does meet are unfit for service or 
have done their bit and are incapaci- 
tated by wounds. Tho people live as 
saving as possible, many arc dressed in 
black, but in spite of all their troubles 
tho.v can be happy, and look forward to 
the time when Germany will lie crushed. 
Thej- are extremely fond of the Yank- 
ees and arc willing to do anything for 
them. Thoy look upon America with 
thankfulness, and as a country of big 
things. 

One night our organization invited 
the people from a near-by village to a 
moving picture show in the open. Hun- 
dreds of women and children attended 
and were overjoj-ed sc the performance. 
Many of tho cliild-/on had never seen a 
movie. The ver' next evening at re- 
treat, the organization was drawn up. 
in a company front and our commanding 
officer was presented with a boucjuot of 
flowers as a mark of appreciation. A 
little girl about six years old made tho 
presentation, while the band played tho 
".Marseillaise" and the "Star Span 
gled Banner." 

Wood is very scarce in France, and 1 
understand it is cut only once every 
three year.s. Even the small twigs and 
branches are bundled and used for fire- 
M'ood. As a result of the scarcity of 
wood nearly all tho houses are built of 
stone and rough coated. The roofs are 
made of tile (red). In the villages the 
houses are juiiible<l together in a lia])- 
hazziird sort of way and the streets 
are narrow- and crooked. In the busi- 
ness sectious cafes arc very nnnierous. 
in fact, next door to each other, as .an 
evidence of the good times that must 
have been had before the war. Wiiic^ 
flows freely, and when a Yank asks 
for water tliey cannot understand why 
he does not want wine. 

The fanners ami (diildreii wear biir 
clumsy woochMi shoes and it was at first 
amusing to see and hear them ]iloilding 
aliJiig the I'oadway. O.xen are used io 
coiisiilerable extent as draft aiiim:-'.--. 

'riirougliiint France the roads are well 
kept — luiistly (if niacadam const ruci ion. 
but our monstrous CJiiad trucks will soon 
tear tlieiii to pieces, and the first thing 
we know wc will have to pay toll. 

Few civilians sport uiachines. as ihe 
(biveriiiiient has taken them over. The 
doctors aiicl Ihe Mayors of ibc villages 
are the only ones 1 have seen using 
French cars, 

I have Sjicnt so inucdi time now in the 
rural sections that 1 may have dilferent 
accounts of France when I get in ii big 
town. Wo jiassed through two large 
cities, but unfortunately at night, and 
wc found the floor of tho box cars to:) 
comfortable to watch for the towns. 

America loads the world in every- 
thing, and it does not take long to see 
it either. 

My bill for the paper must be equal 
to a mortgage on a mansion by this 
time, but I'll s<juaro it up some day. 
.lust keep on sending it home, and they 
in turn will send it to me. I don 't wish 
you any bad luck, but I wouldn't care 
if your new Post Office would again 
have to be enlarged on account of tho 
groat volume of mail to follows in'

man, was killed .Inly 25, when loading 
his company in a brilliant charge, W. E. 
Speakman, 511 E.si?ox avenue, Narberth, 
has failed to receive a single word from 
Ihe War Department that will verify or 
deny this report. 

"For five month.s-, " '*aid Mr. Speak- 
man Monda}', "1 have clung to a faint 
hope that my boy was spared, hut fail- 
ure of the War Department to give me, 
definite information blasted the last bit 
of hope. 1 have sent appeals to Wash- 
ington and across the seas, but can got 
no satisfaction. 

"Lieutenant A. G. Timm, who return- 
ed from France in September, told me 
1- y boy had been killed, and buried near 
the sjiot where he fcdl, but 1 want the 
information to come from the War De- 
partment. " 

All that this father has been able to 
obtain from the ]nilitar.y authorities is 
the information that " wc have no 
knowledge of a mishap to your son." 

Harold 1). Siieakman. a graduate oi 
the West Philadelphia High School, an- 
swered the call of his country at the 
outbreak of war, and entered the medi- 
cal unit of the (dd First Regiment, X. 
G. P. At Camp Ilancoidi he Mas sent 
111 the officers' training camp and rce- 
ommended for a c<uiiiiiissioii. This came 
to him early in .lul.v ami he was assign- 
ed to E Company of the llilh liifaulry. 

".Inly 20," said the father, "1 re- 
ceixc'il a letter from Harold. He told 
me he had been in action, but said 
nothing about the nng-agemeiil. Then I 
rec'i'ived a field postcard bearing tho 
date of .Inly 21. On that he said he 
was well, but since then 1 hav(> re- 
ceived nothing from him. 

" Karly in Se|iteuiber, Lieutenant 
Tinini called and told me Unit my boy 
had been killed .luly 2.7. Suhse(|iieiitl,v. 
I received a letter from Ser;.;eaiit Zeig 
ner. <pf Lykens. telling me Harold died 
a most heroic death. 

"I iinniediately wrote to fbe Adjutant 
General in Washinglon. asking him to 
verify repnrts. but got iin satisfaction. 
Then 1 eommnnicaled with 11i(> Red 
Cross. That (u'ganizalion endeavored to 
aid me. but has failed to gel aiiylhing 
definite from the War Department." 

^Monday the father, in another etl'orl 
to get news of his son. wrote the coni- 
inaiiding offii-er of the 112lh Infantry, 
imploring that officer to get busy and 
determine whether Lieiiteniiiit Speak- 
man is dead or in a hospital. 

In his letter Mr. Siieakman s:iys: 
".May I also add that wlii'ii my sou was 
killed he had on his person over .tliOO, 
his pay from April ]!• to .hnie .'iO; also 
two fifty-dollar Liberty Bonds. 

"I must ask you to pardon the cx- 
liression of this thought, viz., that wo 
his parents, feel mortified, yes, humil- 
iated, as do also our neighbors, to think 
that the War Department has not noti- 
fied ua of his death or mentioned him 
as missing and to have paid apparently 
no attention to our anxious inquiries,"

The lunch room maintains its popu- 
larity in spite of the necessary slight 
advance in prices. The school lunch is 
no more an experiment. Three j'ears of 
it in the Narberth .School has convinced 
the authorities that teachers and pupils 
]u-ollt greatly by the light warm lunch 
eaten umler pleasant surroundings. Par- 
ents who^e children cany their laiich 
or who run home to hasitly gulp down 
their meal will do well to at least visit 
the school luiu-h room and investigate 
the benetils enjoyed by the majority of 
the pupils. 



The Community Civics Class has been 
making an interesting and helpful in- 
vestigation under the general topic of 
"Civic Beauty." The criticisms of- 
fered by pupils and teacher have been 
instructive rather than negative. A 
brief summary of the negative criticism 
will be found in this issue or in subse- 
quent issues of Our Town. The class 
cast a private ballot without discussion 
or comment, voting on this question, 
"What is the miost disgusting public 
spot in Narberth " also "What block 
or blocks are the most untidy ' ' 

Ninety per cent, condemned the same 
spot in our business section because of 
the loafing of boys and young men who 
add to the peanut -shells, orange and 
banana pealings the disgu.sting and dan- 
gerous "spit." 

The most disgraceful block or blocks 
in town are to bo found in the business 
section, according to the consensus of 
opinion of the students. 

But do not think the work of this 
class is to knock. Nine-tenths of its 
time it devotes on picking out the good 
qualities of Narberth and commenting 
upon them. Pupils are made to feel 
proud that they are citizens of Nar- 
berth; proud of the good things done 
by the Civic Association, Town Council, 
Y. M. C. A. and other kindred organiza- 
tions, as well as private enterprises. 

Several of the brief compositions 
written on Civic topics by members of 



this class will appear in Our Town. Tho 
censor has stnick out names of jicrsons 
:ind properties so that the articles will 
not appear too personal. They arc pub- 
lished with a hope that some one may 
be done some good. 

This class annually wages a combat 
against throwing of paper and in other 
ways littering tlie streets. Many of its 
nx'mbers are not afraid to pick up wrap- 
pers and envelo)ies dropped to the curb 
by citizens who are otherwise thought- 
ful of the welfare of Narberth. It is 
surprising to see the names on many 
paper and magazine wrappers. 

Our Narberth friends will welcome 
kindly criticism by these enthusiastic 
young Americans.

Report on the Character of the Pave- 
ments with Reference to Their 
Appearance. 

itost of the pavements in the Bor- 
ough of Narlierth arc in good condition. 
But as maj' be found in any borough or 
town, there are some that are dangerous 
and which detract from the beauty of 
the town. 

On Narberth avenue, between Haver- 
ford and Windsor avenues, there is a 
strip of pavement of about fifteen fee!, 
which has been covered with mud for 
over a month. 

Along Essex avenue, where brick 
])avemeiits have been laid, the liricks 
have bi'come uneven. Mud, watcir and 
ice accumulate here, which makes it 
very dangerous and inconvenient. 

On Narberth avenue and Ilaverfonl 
avenue tliere are entrances to a prop- 
erty which are very dangerous. 

On Essex avenue there are two dan- 
gerous jilaces where tho pavement 
slants, one at a corner and the other 
an entrance to a .Liaragc. Here |ii>ople 
frequently slip and some have been seen 
to fall. 

Places where the jiavement is broken 
or where there are narrow strips in.^tead 
of a liavement i]i:il;i- Narberth 's side- 
w.'ilks ilangerons and di'lracl I'lom the 
beauty. 

1 think the ]ieopli> of ,\url>(>rlli should 
lia\e at heart ciioniih wcdfare fur llie 
community to lix their pavements. If 
tho iiropertv owners do not. then it Is 
time for the Horougli oliieials to force 
llieni to do so.

I am in receijit of your favor of tho 
2C)th instant, relative to an additional 
morning train leaving Narberth for 
Philadelphia between 7.29 and 7.59 
A. J[. 

Previous to January Gth last, an ad- 
ditional train left Narberth at 7.43 
A. JI. and arrived Broad Street Station 
7,5(1 A. M. This train was discontinued 
on January Gth, 1918, when it became 
necessary for us to make reductions in 
our train service in order to release 
crews for more important work. This 



particular train was withdrawn as it 
was found that the arriving time, 7.56 
A. M., was too close to 8 o'clock to 
properly accommodate people desiring 
to roach their offices at 8 A. JI., and 
whoso ofliccs were not in the immediate 
vicinity of Broad Street Station. The 
bulk of tho travel going to work at 8 
A. J[. use the train arriving at 7.45 
A. M., which left Narberth and still 
leaves that point at 7.29 A. M. 

AVhile wo hope to be able during the 
coming spring to restore some of the 
service discontinued during the war 
period, we feel that it would be a mis- 
take to undertake to restore all of the 
trains now in the middle of the winter 
and when equipment and crews are still 
required for the movement of return- 
ing troops, industrial workers, etc. I 
am unable, therefore, to offer you any 
encouragement that the 7.4.'l A. M. train 
will be restored in the near future, but 
1 beg to assure you that the matter will 
bo given careful consideration when v.c 
feel ourselves again in position to re- 
store some of tho local service on the 
Main Line that was discontinued as a 
war measure.
